THE standards of living in the stock- 
yards district rise and fall with the 
scale of wages paid in the packing in- 
dustry. It is a conservative estimate to 
state that 50 per cent of alt the male em- 
ployes in the packing industry are paid 
$10 per week or less, and that over 60 per 
cent of all the women employes in the 
packing industry are paid $6 per week or 
less. Our family budgets prove conclus- 
ively that rW ordinary workingman can 
support a family decently on $10 a week 
in Chicago. We know it is extremely dif- 
ficult for any woman to live decently on 
$f> per week in Chicago. 

Therefore these lew wsgee mean a low stand- 
ard ef UrlBf for thousands of famillss la the 
stockyards district. Oar etadtea have shown 
that an hiadeQoate Income Cor the head of the 
family means that boarders will be taken in to 
help pay the rent and this generally means over- 
crowding and lack of family privacy. WhVn the 
Income of the head of the family Is too low, 
there is strong economic pressure to send the 
wife out to work In the packing house, factory 
and elsewhere, while the children are seat to 
work as soon as they become 14 years of age. 
Evea wtth the Income thus derived from board- 
ers, and the labor of the wife and children, it 
Is sometimes impossible to feed, clothe, and 
educate the family decently. 
.When an Industry, such aa the Chicago pack- 
ing Industry, pays Its workers such low wages 
that It Is almost impossible for them to main- 
tain a decent American standard of llvls*. the 
community as a whole Is bound to suffer. 

Instead of strong, vigorous, well educated 
children being reared for our fsturo otttsensalp, 
wo are certain to get a group wko are weak 
phytioeiiy and woefully trader edjKMited. An ua-

reau la the stockyards district. Our answer 
must be strongly In the affirmative. In the 
first place a minimum wag* law would be much 
more likely to be successful If there were a 
strong trade union among the workers to eta 
that H Is properly enforced. Secondly, the) 
trade unions are a powerful agency tor the edd- 
caUon of their members along civic and social 
lines and thla is especially desirable In Indust- 
ries such as the packing Industry where largo 
numbers of immigrants are employed. Thirdly, 
as was showo by Professor Commons, even 
when the employers are kindly disposed then 
do not always know the conditions under which 
their employes labor, and the grievances which 
they suffer. The only way In which such griev- 
ances can be redressed is through the assist* 
aaee of a powerful labor organisation.

It ts not surprising to learn 
totals connection, that one of the busiest branch 
offices of the United Charittos is found in the 
heart of the stockyards district, nor Is it sur- 
prising that of all the deaths of adulta In the 
atoekyards district. 31 per cent are from tuber- 
culosis. In a word, abnormally low wages load 
Inevitably to bad housing, undor-nourlshmont, 
excessive use pf alcoholle stimulants, chlidla- 
bor, unnecessary disease and many other wsfm 
which ami a~aextoaa harden on the. essaeumst* 
as a whole. 

CONDITIONS BECOMIlfw W0B8B. 

THE WAvES of the uaskllled workers la the 
packing ladastry are net only extremely lew, 
bet Jedged by their actual purctuutag power, 
they are faUy SO per eeat lower today than they 
wore In 1MB. Thus wage conditions are net 
«nly bad, but they are becoming progressively 
worse. ^ 

Slnr.e, as we have shown above, abnormally 
low wages in any Industry are not only a mat- 
ter of concern to the employers aad the em- 
ployee but also the community as a whole, the 
question arises: whst can a community do In 
such a case to Insure that every worker should 
get at least a living wage? Perhaps there is 
no single simple solution of this problem, but 
the following poHslbllltles are offered tor what 
they may be worth: 

(1). The state may fix a minimum wage for 
all the workers in the Industry. In doing this, 
the state would simply be exercising Its police 
power in a matter quite as vital to the com- 
munity as many others which are already under 
state regulation. ^ . .v u 

It was found, for example, that if the pack- 
ing companies were allowed to conduct their 
slaughtering and meat packing business as they 
saw fit. the health of the consumers of meat 
products would bo endangered by Insanitary 
conditions in the packing houses. Therefore 
the govsrnment established minimum sanitary- 
regulations which must be observed by ovary 
packing company, aad It employs a large staff 
of inspectors to see that these regulations are 
complied with. Few people question the neces- 
sity aad value of government regulation In the 
paoktng industry, and government Inspection of 
meat products In order to protect the consum- 
ers, in our opinion. It Is quite as Important to 
the welfare of the community that the rather 
Ignorant unorganised Immigrants employed to 
such Industries ss the packing business should 
receive enough wages to buy nourishing food, 
aa that the food should be fit to sat when they 
get It. Our statistics regarding wages and the 
cost of living in the stockyards district show, 
that It Is Just as necessary tor the government 
to protect the workers In their dealings as 
wags earners with ths packing companies as It 
has been to protect the consumers. It Is hard- 
ly the place here to discuss In detail the meth- 
ods by which a minimum wage law might bo 
put into practical operation. 8ueh laws lare al- 
ready la operation In Australia and England 
and state commissions have -been studying the 
question In ICsssschusetta. Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota. If the desiraMllty of such legtatatlon 
Is one generally recognised, ways and mesas 
can soon be found to put It into operation.

UNEMPLOYMENT BRAGS DOWN WAGES. 

UNEMPLOYMENT undermines the life of the 
community not only by dragging down the gen- 
eral level of wages, but by creating a group of 
casual laborers who in the course of time do* 
not want to get regular work. There la a strong

(S). There was a tendency for wages to In- 
crease in the packing houses up to the year 
1S04 when the great strike took place which 
destroyed the workers' union. Therefore it 
seems probable that If the workers In the pack- 
ing houses of Chicago and other cities could be 
re-organised they might be able to raise wages 
st least aa rapidly as ths Increase In the cost 
of living. 

What could be more significant than the fact 
that immediately after the strike of 1904 was 
lost and the power of the union broken, the 
wages of the poor la/borers who were getting 
16 to 10 cents per hour wore generally reduced 
one or two cents per hour. 

It should act bo forgotten, moreover, that a 
trade union is not only an organisation for 
raising wages, and improving working conditions 
but that it frequently does a splendid educa- 
tional work especially among the newly arrived 
immigrants. There can be no question that a 
well conducted trade union would be of trem- 
endous value to the community In helping to as- 
simllsts the thousands of newly arrived Lithu- 
anians. Polos. Bohemians. Slovaks and other 
nationalities that are coming to this district. 

.Although the Butcher Workmena' union was 
practically destroyed In the great strike ef 
1*04, traces of Its good Influence are found In 
the stockyards district oven today.

PACT PULL OP MEANING. 
IT IB A significant fact that practically every 
student of social conditions in the stockyards 
district up to the time when the union was de- 
stroyed, praised the work that It was doing for 
the employes and the community. Professor 
John Commons, for example, writes In his 
work on Trade Unionism and Labor Problems, 
(pp. 21S): "Perhaps the moot remarkable gain 
secured by the Cattle Butchers' union, and one 
that was shared by all the others, was the adop- 
tion Of Te**!!Hr *19T3— — Of . Tr ** ~ — "~

It tell strong enough to take up this matter. 
A strike wss threatened, but finally a confer- 
ence was secured with a loading packer. The 
union spokesman told him of these hardships 
(due to extremely Irregular hours) comparing 
their position with his own. in that they, never, 
knew beforehand when their work would begin 
or be done, while he could finish up his dsy*e 
work and go home. The packer only replied 

-that he Had new known USiC-*wW condition* 
had existed. Prom the date or that Interview, 
although no promises were made, overtime has 
been established for the cattle batchers In all 
the establishments . . That a union had to be 
organised and threaten a strike In order thst 
the owner of the business might learn of con- 
ditions which his own conscience promptly d!s- 
spproved. Is s fact full of meaning for all who 
are disturbed by the modern unrest of tabor." 

Ths question may be raised whether a trade 
union would be necessary or desirable In the

The problem of unemployment therefore Is one 
of the most serious wtth which the workers of 
the stockyards district are confronted. 

Unemployment In the packing Industry Is 
mainly of three types: First, there Is the loss 
of time from day to day due to the fact that the 
killing 'gangs sad several other departments 
work irregular hours. For example, a cattle 
butcher may work five hours on Monday, olevea 

day and three hours on Saturday. As was shown 
In Part One, the average number of hours per 
week put In by the members of the killing gang 
ranges between 38 and 40. Secondly, consider 
able unemployment la caused by seasonal work 
in the canning department, for example, there 
may be a great rush of work at one time of the 
year, and practically nothing to do at another. 
Probably the majority of the departments of 
the packing Industry are more or leaa affected 
by these seasonal fluctuations. Thirdly, Ir- 
respective of these causes of unemployment 
there Is always an army of unemployed in the 
stockyarda district ranging from 1.000 to 7.000 
many of whom have never been at work In the 
yards at all 

Obviously any solution for the problem of un- 
employment In the packing Industry must re- 
cognise the difference between these vsrlous 
kinds of unemployment Undoubtedly much 
could be done to eliminate the difficulty in the 
fh at case If the packers would deliberately at- 
tempt to secure regulsr hours of work for their 
employes In all departments. It Is probable 
that the killing gangs could be put on an eight 
hour day basis with Saturday half holiday at 
comparatively little additional expense to tho 
companies. It would mean that in some cases 
the stock would have to be kept twelve hours 
1 angers thou otherwise. 

Likewise In regard to the second type of un- 
employment much could be done by the packer* 
to Improve conditions. In some cases st least 
work could be spread more evenly through the 
year and regular periods of vacation could be 
established for the employes. Wtth proper 
foresight and organisation of the working force, 
the periods of unemployment and Insecurity for 
the workers could to a considerable extent be 
changed into periods of vscstlon and recreation. 
As it Is now the whole burden of insecurity of 
unemployment is placed upon the shoulders of 
those least able to bear It. In many of the de- 
partments the workers do not know how many 
hours they are to be employed from day to day. 
and they don't know when they will be "laid 
off Indefinitely. All this should be changed. 
If thla Irregularity of employment la Inherent 
In the nature of the packing industry, then the 
industry as a whole ahould bear the,, burden, 
not those who are struggling on the margin of 
subsistence. The system whereby the packer* 
hire their help by the hour and the day puts 
tbo workers tn the most extreme position «( 
Insecurity. In one or two cases the rompsnle* 
guarantee the workers s minimum smount <>f 
employment throughout the year. If some su^h 
device aa this were made universal some of Oi« 
moat serious evils of unemployment would t>« 
abolished. 

The third type of unemployment, thst rlsins

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altogether, while new windows should be cut 
tn others and systems of ventilation fans in- 
stalled. 

In some esses the workers are employed in 
damp rooms with water dripping from the cell- 
ing. This should not be tolerated ss it could be 
easily prevented. In other cases the. tempera- 
ture is needlessly high. 

Since 190S, there has been a considerable im- 
provement In the packing houses in the provi- 
sion or wash rooms, toilet fscllitles and locker 
rooms. 

Practically no provision for lunch- rooms has 
been made for the employes of the packing in- 
dustry except in the canning department of 
Company B. and In the office buildings. It cer- 
tainly seems reasonable that the employes who 
spend their working hours amid conditions 
which are generally disagreeable, ahould at 
leuvt be permitted to eat their lunches In a 
clean and sanitary lunch room. The probabil- 
ity in that if the packing companies provided 
satisfactory lunch rooms for sll the workers tn 
tfecir employ, they would actually derive a profit 
from the Investment. There can be no doubt 
that if the employes bad a warm, nourishing 
lunch served in a sanitary, comfortihto lunch 
room, they would work more efflessutly thsn 
the* do at present. 

The accompanying photograph shows s group 
of packing house workers rushing out to 
"Whiskey Point" at the noon hour, either to eat 
their lunches' In saloons or to get palls of beer 
to take back to their work places. It csn easily 
be seen that there Is a great waste tn Urns snd 
energy, not to speak of the fact that the work- 
ers are not getting anything like the relaxation 
to which they are entitled. Therefore if we are 
to look at the matter as a business proposition 
or from the standpoint of decent trestment of 
the employes, lunch rooms should be provided 
for the workers in all departments. 

PENSION AND INSURANCE PRAVP8. 
IN RBCBNT years tt has been recognised 
throughout the world of Industry thst the work- 
ers are entitled to protection against the Inse- 
curity and dependence arising from tndustrlsl 
accidents, sickness and old age. Hence, tn In- 
augurating Insurance systems and old age pen- 
sions for their employes, the officials of four of 
the leading packing companies have taken a 
progressive end commendable position. But 
--. «? -rl-ci-': r* r...: 

UI**.cmum, toe pians under 
which these, principles have been executed by 
ths packing companies are open tn some re- 
spects to serious criticism. The pension sys- 
tems, for example, which thus far have been 
established by two of the companies, apply to 
salaried employes only. It tLe term "salaried" 
is given its general moaning the great mass of 
the workers will be excluded. But it ts pre- 
cisely these workers above all other* who need 

Se system ef old age aeaaiona: first, because 
<dr earnings ate too small » moss esses to 
permit of their laying aside any savings for old 
age, and secondly because their work Is fre- 
quently of such exhausting nature thst at the 
age of 50 or 56 they are worn out and thrown 
on the scrap heap. 

Another respect In which the pension ftrheme* 
are open to criticism Is that they a < decidedly 
andemeeratle. Although the employes are rem. 
polled to contribute t per cent ef their salaries 
aaaeally. thev have practically nothing to do 
with The administration of the feeds lavelved. 

In some respects these pension systems ap- 
pear to be cleverly devised schemes to prevent 
the more intelligent workers from attempting 
In any way to bring pressure upon the compa- 
nies to advsnce wages or improve working con- 
ditions. For example, the provision found tn 
both plsns that an employe may be dlschsrged 
at any time and his contribution to the pension 
fund returned to him with 4 per cent interest 
thereon means simply this: if the worker had 
I been in the employ of Company A for 18 yesrs 
and should Join with his fellow workers in a 
i strike, he would thereby forfeit all of his rights 
; to a pension. The companies, of course, may 
well ssy that if the worker got hack his con- 
tributions with interest he has no ground for 
complaint if he does lose hts pension. While 
there may be some Justice In this point of view, 
nevertheless sny scheme which tends to make 
the workers more subservient tn such Industries 
as the packing Industry, where they are already 
at a decided disadvantage in bargaining with 
their employers, can hardly be looked upon as 
beneficial from the standpoint of the- common!- 

The insurance systems of Companies B, C and 
D, especially of the two former, are open-to 
some of the criticism made of the pensfou 
schemes mentioned sbove. The plsn of Com- 
pany D is democratic but the burden falls en- 
tirely upon the workers. The company makes 
no financial contribution and assumes no finan- 
cial responsibility. The plans of Companies B. 
and C. are undemocratic although the workers 
do theoretleslly hsve a voice In the administra- 
tion of affairs. The companies really control 
! the whole matter. The benefits for tndustrlsl 
' accidents ere comparatively low. being much 
i smaller, for exsmple, than those paid by the In- 
ternational Harvester Company tn similar 
' cases. 

In general it may be said that while pensions 
1 and Insurance syatems are highly desirable, If 
, thev are to be of benefit to the workers of the 
1 community as a whole, the burden must be 
■ placed tipon the Industry rstlier thsn upon the 
: WfWkers alone, snd Hie mansjtement must be no 
democratic aSd the payment of benefit* so ad 
Jested that the effort of the worker* to main- 
tain " ntsndard of living through trade

cover more than 60 per cent of their lots with 
buildings to be used for housing purposes. Bob* 
ter inspection la needed to enforce housing la* 
glslstlon. It Is slao imperative thst a large) 
number of sanitary attractive dwellings shoabt 
be erected to be rented to Stockyards workers) 
st s ressonable cost. It is unlikely thst such\ 
dwellings will be erected by private builders Co) 
a business investment. The packers might uus« 
dertake something of this kind In the same way! 
that Krupp & Company of Ksacn. Germany* 
have erected dwellings for 7.»<i<) of their ess* 
ployes and their families. If the private build- 
ers and the packers fall to provide sutUbtO 
housing accomodation's the cit\ should secure 
the power from the state legislature to engage, 
directly In the housing business. 

Municipal housing Is quite common in many : 
parts of Europe. There is no sound reason why.

ODORS STILL BIO PROBLEMS. 
CONSIDERABLE progress baa already 
made toward tho abolition of tho smoke 
snco In tho stockysrds district. One oemi 
hss clearlv demonstrated that its power plant 
can be operated successfully without polluting 
the air to any nottcable ext. .t. Moreover, of- 
ficials of this company have ststed. that their 
smokeless power plant haa been running more, 
cheaply than the one which they had before aad 
which was one of tho worst "smokers" in the 
stockysrds. 

The problem of offensive odors seems to be 
little nearer solution today than it was ten yearn 
ago. As was ststed before, the worst of those 
odors originate In the fertiliser departments, 
glue factories, snd tank rooms. 

The stockyards are known ss tho most dan- 
gerous district for fires In the whole city. The 
ressons for this are. first, that very few of the 
butldluga In the yards are of ftre-proof con- 
struction: secondly, thst the wsrehouses end 
cold storage rooms are very much like vaults. 
In which it la very difficult to fight s fire, aai 
thirdly because there never hss been an ade- 
quate water supply in the stockyards district, 
Kor the protection of the workers and of the? 
firemen whose lives are endangered by these 
cnnflsgrations. the community should demand, 
first, that everv new building erected in tho 
stockysrds should be of strictly fireproof con- 
struction. Second, thst sprinkler aystema 
should be Installed In the ceilings of cold stor- 
age buildings, wsrehouses snd other rooms 
where it is difficult to ftght firea HucceMrdhRS 
third, thst s high pressure water system ho lh> 
Bulled in the stockysrds district which will 
ensure plenty of water st a high pressure In 
esses of emergency.

AND THAT demand Is filling the 
land. Great newspapers, magazines 
and every other moans of publicity 
known to man are heralding tho de- 
mand for more profits for tho rail- 
roads. They sure at us !a big bold 
type from the page of the BaOTnlng 
paper. They glare at ns from foot- 
ers at the depots. They scream at 
as from every possible quarter. The 
president of the United States owd 
congress, the Interstate commerce 
commission sad the people have 
boon literally besieged, bombarded 
and assaulted incessantly for years 
by the railroads and their support- 
s. 

This campaign takes the form of 
ab effort to convince the people thnt 
the poor railroads of this oountiy 
sro not getting enough to Hvp on. 
They ore poverty stricken. In fact, 
they are rapidly going to the "dom- 
nltion how-wows" as fast as steam 
and steel can carry them. Mr. A.

BUT. ACCORDING to theae cheer- 
ful prophets of the profit system — 
a wave of tho wand and all will be 
lovely again. Increased rates. U 
the wand. Increased rates for the 
railroads Is tho only salvation. And 
if these are only allowed the sun of 
prosperity will gleam a.ala bright, 
beautiful and effulgent 

The argument seems quite plaus- 
ible. The din is certain overwhelm- 
ing. 

However, no socialist has lost his 
head for one moment on this con- 
troversy, nor been' swept off his 
feet. A few of the n on-Socialist s, 
too. aoem to have kept their bear* 
ings. among them Clifford Thorao, 
chairman of the state Railroad Com- 
mission of Iowa. He thinks the 
railroads are getting enough alrea- 
dy, and has proven It. Postmaster 
General Burleson seems not to have 
been swept entirely away. At least 
ho refuses to be stampeded Into 
favoring a big lnrrease to tho rail- 
roads for hauling mall. 

Really, now, are the railroads la 
such an awfal plight? Are they 
really entitled Jto these enormous 
Increases whlctf they are seeking? 

They have asked for, and have 
been granted. An increase In freight 
rates of S%, which would mean an 
increase of at least $70,000,000 tn 
the annual revenues of the railroads. 
In addition to this the railroads are 
raising their rates on Interstate 
passenger service and they are Just 
now waging a vigorous fight within 
the states to secure permission to 
rnlse the rates there. It Is safe to 
predict that they will succeed la 
every case. 

The increase In passenger rates 
la frolh I to 2% cents a mile, or 
tt%. This will moan on the basis 
of lost year's passenger earnings, 
which woro t6SS.794.09f, another 
Increase of I170.t4l.524.

THIS UNEARNED Increment Ifl 
enormous In many cases. For exam- 
ple, the original cost ot the lands 
for the terminals of the Northern 
Pacific in 8*. Paul. Minneapolis 
ABd Duluth was $4,827,288.76. By 
1913 those values aside from all Im- 
provements made by the company 
had risen to $17^16^49.45. an in- 
crease of 880% on the original cost. 

The land valuea owned by tha 
Northern Pacific In Minnesota am- 
ounted to over 20% ot all their 
property. On that basts the land 
values of all the railroads la the 
United States would amount to 
$1,800,000,000. Aad the Increase, or 
unearned increment, on thnt Amount 
of land value would be enormous — 
possibly several huodred millions 
of dollars every year. This Also 
the railroads capitalise, add to their 
Investment, and expect us to pay 
dividends upon It 

They sre making more today than 
ever before. 

6. And finally, the railroads were 
earning more money, making more 
profits, doing more business and 
drawing more dividends at the very 
time they were putting up their 
loudest cry of poverty than they 
have ever done before in their hi- 
story. On this point the case of the 
railroads broke down completely be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission last summer. No argument 
was ever so completely annihilated 
as was thst of the railroads, their 
sUr witnesses end high salaried at- 
torneys by Clifford Thorns, chair- 
man of tho Iowa State Railroad 
Commission. With facts aad figures 
taken from their own accounts, with 
statistics aad data which the corn- 
pan too themselves had to accept, 
Thorne drove every representative 
of the railroads Into a corner and 
loft their case without a leg to 
staad ob. 

The facts established by Thorao 
were as follows: 

(a) The oet revenues of the roads 
for the four year period 1910-1113. 
the years during which they were 
making their agitation for the in- 
creased rates, were greater than for 
any four year period in their hist- 
ory. Their net earnings in 1912 
were $400,000,000 greater than they 
were 18 years ago. Their net earn- 
ings have Increased 100% since 
1898. 

(b) The aver Ago rate of dividends 
on capitAl stock yielding dividends 
has increased from 6.46 per cent In 
1890 to 7.20 per cent in lint. More- 
over, while the capitalisation of the 
roads had increased during the 
same period 92 per cent, the dlvl-'i 
dends had increased $69 per cent, 
and the largest increases had come

When these roads were mak- 
ing their frantic appeal for la- 
creased rates la 1910. Mr. Louis P 
Brandets of Boston, the famous ef- 
fteieaey expert. Appeared before the 
Interstate Commerce Commcsion 
Against the Increase. He argued 
that If their Income was not suff* 
cleat the proper remedy was nu. 
higher rates, resulting la higher 
costs to the people and lessened 
busts ess. The proper remedy was 
for the rail roads to correct their 
faulty systems and Introdnoe scien- 
tific management, economy aad ef 
tJctoBoy, which would lower the 
costs, raise wages, sad increase busi- 
ness. He showed that by the Intro- 
duetloa of proper methods of man- 
agement aad operation tho raU roads 
could save at least $1,000,000 a day. 
or $$$6,000^00 a year. 

This same matter bas been urged 
upon tho tall roads before. David 
J. Lewis, la. his arguments before 
congress more than $0 years ago, 
pointed out possible economies Ib 
railroad operation Amounting to 
$191479.000 at year. At about the 
same time Professor Richard T. Ely 
estimated the poaslble economies at 
$200,000,000. Since then the wast- 
sge from inefficient manAgement 
has unquestionably Increased. 00 
that tho estimate of Mr. Brandets Is 
doubtleea well within tho mark. 

Some of the possible economies 
are enormous. For example, sala- 
ries ranging from $36,000 to $100,000 
a year are paid to railroad pjpat- 
dents aad officials, whereas the 
highest services are commanded la 
the public service at from $6,000 to 
$12,000 aryear. Again, vast sums 
are spent la needless legal entangle- 
ments aad lawsuits — probably not 
less thaa $4,000,000 a year. Lewis 
estimates that $18x000.000 Is wasted 
every year In competitive advertis- 
ing. Other possible economies are 
ellmtnattoa of needless dupUcstlons, 
bettor routing of the servkn, use of 
more scientific equipment, etc.

IN GREAT BRITAIN, when the work already undertaken is complete, 
there will remain only fifteen distinct Industrial bodies all federated Into 
one Instead of 1.044 separate and independent organizations as was the 
case only a few years ago. 

In Germany -only fifty-four unions wars ever organized. All other 
labor bodies were branches o* these national bodies. 

In New Zealnd the United Federation, recently created. Is entirely 
s federation of thirteen industrial groups or departments each composed 
of all the unions Is some given industry. The same scheme has been very 
generally endorsed and the labor unions of Australia are rapidly consol- 
idating after a similar manner. 

In New Zealand the Social Democratic party was organised with the 
party membership.. In these same Industrial groups, msde the units of its 
national organisation. The members of the party employed in each of 
those thirteen industrial groups, elect each a representative of the group 
to the National Committee and these elected representatives of these in- 
dustrial groups are the only national committee. H acts directly as its 
own Executive; " 

As the national organizer of this party. I was a member of this com- 
mittee. In all of Its deliberations the direct and responsible spokesman 
of the greet Industrial groups and those only were given consideration. 

In our own couutry the largest single industrial group is the farmers, 
then come the miners and after them the factory worker, the transport 
workers, the building trades sad the printing "Industries and so on to the 
end of the list 



THE CREATION of the co-operative commonwealth cannot be ef- 
fected except by making the workers within these great Industrial units 
GROUP CONSCIOUS. Just ss the exploiters have already been consolida- 
ted along occupational lines so must the workers be consolidated. Just 
as the exploiters use the whole power of the government to protect and 
enforce their work of exploitation, so must the workers use this same 
public power to take over the power of ownership and with it the power 
to manage these same Industries. # 

The Socialist Party will soonest demonstrate Its ability to create such 
an Industrial Republic by directly relating its own affairs in its own 
work of organization and propaganda to these great industries. To do

The regular application for membership cards now In rise require a 
record of the occupations of all party members. The organization of 
conferences and special committees within the party membership and 
along these Industrial lines, which have In this way been given recogni- 
tion, will bpen the way for further developments as rapidly as successful 
experience will justify. 

It Is quite true that ths effort to preserve state rights has made of our 
National Committee a cumbersome machine, while the existence of the 
Industrial groups have been Ignored.

SOCIALIST, they wllj gat the paper for a yeas Instead of for I months. 

Tbe local caa settle for each ticket sold at the rate of 10 cents pet 
ticket and return all unsold tickets. Thus a great deal of socialist litera- 
ture will have been gotten out anyway, aad ao harm will have heea doae
